The Association has recently acquired by purchase the 
group in bronze of the "Medicine Man," by Cyrus E. Dallin. 
which was the work of American sculpture most honored at 
the Paris Exposition. This work was accorded an important 
position in the Exposition grounds, being placed at the en- 
trance to the Art Section. It has received high commenda- 
tion from artists, the press and the general public, and cannot 
but form a valuable addition to the collection of works of art 
which your Association has already presented to the city. It 
will be erected in Philadelphia as soon as it is delivered, and 
a suitable pedestal can be provided. 

A member of the Association, one who is already well 
known through her active and earnest interest in it — Mrs. 
Charles H. Howell, has generously offered to present a 
bronze copy of the "Fighting Gladiator," so called, but better 
styled the "Borghese Warrior," the original marble of which 
is in the Louvre. It is intended to place this figure on the 
pedestal now occupied by Kemeys' bronze group of the 
"Hudson's Bay Wolves," which will be more advantageously 
placed on a natural mass of rock on the East River Drive. 

Elwell's group of "Dickens and Little Nell" will be 
placed on a temporary pedestal in the Clarence H. Clark 
Park, in West Philadelphia. The location is an attractive 
one, and it is hoped and believed that a permanent pedestal 
of granite may be secured by subscription, after the group 
has been seen in position. 

* For the payment of the amount due Frank Edwin Elwel! on the pur- 
chase of the bronze group "Charles Dickens and Little Nell." the Treas- 
urer has generously advanced the sum of $2,000 which remains as a 
charge against this fund. 
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Satisfactory progress has been made in the erection of 
the Smith Memorial, the art work on which is under the 
supervision of your Association — the colossal busts, with 
one or two exceptions, being already completed, and the 
models of French's statue of General Meade, and Adams' of 
Mr. Smith, being already approved and accepted by the Com- 
mittee. 

In accordance with the decision recorded in the last re- 
port, a large and representative committee was appointed 
from the membership of the Association, to secure subscrip- 
tions to supplement the generous gift of $5,000 towards a 
memorial to Captain Ericsson, which was made through Mr. 
Paul, Treasurer of this Association, and announced at the 
last annual meeting. On March 9, 1900, an appeal in the 
following form was issued by this Committee : 

"A public-spirited and generous citizen of Philadelphia, 
through James W. Paul, Jr., Esq., Treasurer of the Fair- 
mount Park Art Association, has contributed the sum of 
$5,000 towards a fund for the purpose of erecting a memo- 
rial to the late Captain John Ericsson, the inventor and 
builder of the United States ironclad 'Monitor,' which so 
successfully fought the Confederate ship 'Mcrrimac' March 
9, 1862, during the Civil War. 

"The services of Ericsson at that critical period in the 
history of our country cannot be overestimated, and loyal 
and patriotic citizens are called upon to subscribe generously, 
in order that this liberal contribution may be made available, 
and the commission for this memorial awarded without 
delay. 

"It is the desire of the Committee that the proposed me- 
morial should take the form of a monumental structure, of 
which the statue of Ericsson should be a conspicuous feature, 
to be erected upon the river bank in Fairmount Park. The 
Committee hopes that, in addition to the amount mentioned 
above, the sum of $35,000 may be obtained by subscription, 
and that it may thus be enabled to erect a memorial in every 
way worthy of this distinguished man." 
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The amount collected in response to this appeal will be 
found recorded in the Treasurer's Report. It is earnestly 
hoped that the fund will be speedily completed, and that a 
fitting memorial may be erected. 

It is a source of gratification to your Board to report 
that a great deal of interest has recently been expressed, on 
the part of the press and of the general public, regarding the 
proposition to erect a memorial to Robert Morris, the finan- 
cier of the Revolution — a matter regarding w hich a commit- 
tee of your Association was appointed in 1K97. but for which 
the times did not then appear ripe. Several of the daily 
papers have warmly advocated the erection of such a me- 
morial, and what promises to be a most enthusiastic support 
on the part of influential citizens seems to have been secured. 
It is much to be hoped that the movement, so well begun, 
may be pushed to a speedy completion, and that a fitting mon- 
ument to this distinguished public servant may l>e erected 
without unreasonable delay. 

The Permanent Endowment Fund of the Park Branch 
of your Association now amounts to over Eighty Thousand 
Dollars, and the Board earnestly hopes that what is needed 
to bring the total up to One Hundred Thousand Dollars 
may be obtained at an early date. When this is accom- 
plished the income of the invested fund will be available for 
the purchase of works for the decoration of the Park. 

While the original purpose of the Association had a 
verv direct reference to the enrichment of the Park, it is 
undoubtedly true that the enlargement of its aims to include 
the city as well has earned the cordial approval of the public ; 
and it is much to be desired that the membership in the City 
Branch should be largely increased. It is hoped that the 
erection of the Elwell group will stimulate interest in this 
branch of the Association's work, and result in a more gen- 
erous support. 

It has given the officers and Board of Trustees much 
pleasure to answer the communications that have been re- 
ceived relative to the work of your Association, and reports 
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have been sent out and many questions answered. All such 
requests for information as are received are encouraging 
signs, for the more our work is known, the more is it appre- 
ciated. 

Much valuable aid has been rendered to the society by 
the press, especially, of course, that of Philadelphia. 

Thanks are due to the officers of the Art Club of Phila- 
delphia for courtesies extended in affording accommodations 
for the meetings of the Association. 

It is your duty to select to-day, from the membership 
of the Association, five trustees, to serve for three years and 
until their successors shall be chosen, in place of those whose 
term of service has expired.

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TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL MEETING 

OF THE 

Fairmount Park Art association. 

At the Art Club, 220 South Broad Street, Philadelphia, Wednesday 
Afternoon, December 19, 1900. 



The meeting was called to order at 4 o'clock P. M., with 
Mr. John H. Converse in the Chair, and Mr. Leslie W. Miller 
acted as Secretary. 

Mr. John H. Converse: 

Ladies and Gentlemen and Members of the Fairmount 
Park Art Association: — The most efficient and accomplished 
Secretary of the Association has ideas of his own in regard 
to the methods of managing a meeting of this character. His 
ideas differ widely from mine. When I received notice of 
this meeting, and was also instructed to attend here and 
preside, I felt that I was doing so as one of the workers in 
the harness of the Fairmount Park Art Association.

The first business of this annual meeting is the reading 1 
of the minutes of the meeting of last year, which was the 
Twenty-eighth Annual Meeting of the Fairmount Park Art

The Chairman: The Twenty-ninth Annual Report 
of the Fairmount Park Art Association is r^xt in order, and 
will be read by the Secretary. 

(The report was accordingly read by the Secretary. )

(The question being on the resolutions, they were 
adopted and carried. ) 

The Chairman: There are some communications 
here which I think should be in order. The Secretary will 
read them. 
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(Communications from James M. Beck, Esq.. and Hor- 
ace B. Dunn, Esq., expressing a warm interest in the proposi- 
tion to erect a memorial to Robert Morris, were read by the 
Secretary. ) 

No action is required on the communications. They 
will go to the proper committees. 

The Treasurer's report will be next in order. 

(The report of the Treasurer was read by the Secre- 
tary.) 

The report of the Treasurer having been read for your 
information, what action will you take on it ? 

A Member : Move that it be accepted. 

(The motion being on the adoption of the report, it was

Mr. Dana. T want to thank you very much in the name 
of these good listeners. 
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ARMS, ARMOUR AND DISPLAY IN THE MIDDLE 

AGES. 



When your committee did me the very great honor to 
ask me to speak to you on my hobby, the subject of the 
Middle Ages, for the life of me I could not see the connec- 
tion between that most interesting of epochs and Fairmount 
Park. Even yet it is a little hazy in what I am pleased to 
call my mind. 

But when, in a dream, a glorious vision appeared, daz- 
zling to look at, holding in her hand a snow-white banner, 
gleaming with the golden lilies of France and the motto 
"Jesus-Maria," and the Maid of Domremy, the noblest, 
purest figure, and martyr, of the Middle Ages, or any other 
age — spoke unto me, saying with that musical voice all loved 
so well : "I am the conqueror of Bedford, of Burgundy, the 
guardian of the Girard Avenue Bridge" — I cried : "Say no 
more," and felt that I was justified. 

Apropos of avenues, let us enter the Middle Ages by the 
King's Highway — a grand name for a miry bridlepath, — 
date, say, early fourteenth century. 

A motley company passes as our horses slowly pick their 
way onwards. The knight errant clatters by, that profes- 
sional quarreler, rather suggestive, even then, of the Knight 
of La Mancha, of pathetic memory, but most dangerous to 
laugh at. Pilgrims next, some of them ladies, bound to 
Winfarthing to kiss the wondrous sword, so useful in short- 
ening the lives of refractory husbands ; some to Canterbury, 
for which, see Chaucer. Prowling through the woods, fearing 
to be seen, comes a cowled and white-robed figure. As he 
spies us he rings a tiny bell, and in a voice of mingled hate 
and despair cries : "Unclean ! unclean !" He is a leper. The 
Church has read the service for the dead over him, living, 
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and then cast him out, hopeless, comfortless, to die that awful 
death 'mid the heasts. A party of well-to-do merchants next, 
followed In- sumpter mules laden with cloth from Flanders. 
They are evidently ill at ease, for these woods are far from 
safe. 

Another figure hurries by. a look of fear on his face like 
the hunted creatures in the woods. In his hand he carries n 
large wooden cross. He is a murderer, fleeing to the coast. 
Hot from his crime, panting, pursued, he managed to reach 
the great knocker on the transept of Durham, the f rid stool 
at Ripon, or other sanctuary, and then was safe; for the 
Roman Church clung tenaciously to its right of giving - sanc- 
tuary. Xow, as his cross show s, he is under the protection 
of Mother Church ; none may harm him so long as he keeps 
on the King's Highway, but he must go into exile. On ar- 
riving, say, at Southampton ; each morning he w ill w ade out 
tow ard the shipping, up to his middle, and beg to be carrier/ 
into some foreign land, for it is death by the law, if he could 
escape the vengeance of his victim's family, for him to re- 
turn. But if an unknow n man, in a day or two he disappears 
and makes his way to another part of England ; so few jour- 
neyed over the land in those days that he can live in safety. 
Thus, curiously enough, it was the Church that rendered 
crime safe. 

Passing through some broad corn lands, w r e reach a 
small village of a dozen or more rude cottages or hovels, 
picturesque enough in their outward aspect from the herbs 
and mosses with which their mud walls and thatched roofs 
are covered, but affording few indications of interior com- 
fort or cleanliness. These are arranged in an irregular 
street, but with a considerable interval between each, as in 
addition to a garden, and in some cases an orchard, adja- 
cent, every cottage possesses a tiny farmstead in its rear, 
consisting of a fold and a few covered sheds, serving equally 
as stables and barn lofts. The imposing Norman church 
would be interesting to visit : also the old Saxon manor 
house, though the modern castle on yonder hill, round whose 
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base the river sweeps, has usurped the place of the manor 
house.* 

But let us join the group on the green, by the river. 
They are a hal fscore of archers and a few lookers-on. Sev- 
eral of these latter are old hands at the "crooked stick and 
the gray goose wing," without which, as the old rhyme has 
it. "England would be but a fling;" and their advice and 
criticisms are somewhat freely given, as, note the flush on 
the face of that strapping young fellow in a faded tunic of 
lincoln green, gray hose and deerskin brogues, all rather past 
their prime. His shaft struck but a few lingers out from the 
clout, he forgot to allow for the wind. That's no shame to 
him, for the range is tenscore yards. Jock o* the Woods 
draws a good bow, and they whisper in the vill that he is not 
unknown, or untrusted. by a certain famous outlaw whose 
band ofttimes comes into the forest we lately passed through. 
Jock has a bow of yew. the "doubly fatal yew it is full two 
yards long, but most of the other bows are of ash, or of wych- 
hazel — good for the butts, but not for the border. 

Next to the sword, the bow is the most interesting of 
ancient arms. Its influence may be even greater; for who 
can say how much of the freedom we now enjoy is due to 
those rollicking, irrepressible archers of Merrie England — 
full of manly vices, full of manly virtues, but protected and 
petted by every king of England as the main support of the 
•Crown — for who might withstand them ? 

Originally the English used bows but little. The Nor- 
mans set the fashion, and won the field of Hastings and the 
larger field of England thereby; for in the fight about the 
standard, just where the high altar of Battle Abbey now 
stands, fought Harold, till pierced in the eye by an arrow, his 
two brothers and most of his nobility dead about him. 

"He was keeping 
Royal state and semblance still." 

Every effort was made to foster archery, even as late as 

* Court Life under the Plantagenets. Hubert Hall. 
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Elizabeth's day. But, curiously enough, the Eng-Iish jew 
tree was of such a crooked nature, though picturesque withal, 
that it resisted all blandishments and refused to grow into 
English bows, so that a tariff on imports was paid in bow 
staves by shippers. By a law of Richard III., of dubious 
memory, it was enacted, that for every tun of Malmsey or 
Tyre wine entered, ten good bow staves should be broug-hr, 
under a penalty of i$s. 4</. for every deficient stave — a big 
sum in those days. The bows were about as long- as a man 
was high. They were straight, tapering slightly to the ends. 
The arrows were a cloth-yard long. The heads were steeled, 
and stamped with the maker's mark. The sheriffs were 
allowed to take six wing feathers from every goose to feather 
arrows. Arrows have been fired as far as six hundred yards ; 
the effective range was about two hundred and forty yards, 
at that distance an experienced bowman would send twelve 
shafts a minute, with seldom a miss ; shafts that pierced plate 
or mail unless of the very best, if the blow was a fair one. 
And thus they marched o'er the uplands of Picardy to Creci. 
or through the woodlands of southern France to Poitiers, 
shouting the old bow-song ; 

What of the Bow? 

The Bow was made in England, 

Of true-wood, of yew-wood, 

The wood of English bows : 
For men who are free, 
Love the old yew-tree. 

And the land where the yew-tree grows. 

What of the men? 

The men were bred in England, 

The bow-men. the yeo-men, 

The lads of dale and fell. 
Here's to you. and to you, 
To the hearts that are true, 

And the land where the true hearts dwell. 

That's the marching song of the White Company. I don't 
know where Conan Doyle found it, but it's got the true ring 
in it. 
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(i.) War Armour of a man-at-arms about the middle of the XV century. From the Musd-e 
d'Artilleric, Paiis. Observe the "solcrets" (shoes) "a la poulaine. " The headpiece is the 
salade that preceded the armet. 'i'he neck-guard, or " Crinien- " of the horse is of chain mail. 
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Oman in his "Art of War" says : "It is difficult to find 
the true origin of the long-bow. The South Welsh seem to 
have had it as early as the reign of Henry II. (d. 1 189). At 
the siege of Abergavenny, in 1 182, the Welsh arrows pierced 
an oaken door four inches thick, the iron points distinctly 
showing on the inner side. The bows were made of elm ; 
ugly and unfinished looking, but astonishingly stiff and 
strong. The bow became of real importance in the wars of 
Edward I." (d. 1307). 

The bow was used in the same way as artillery was as 
late as our Civil War; and frequently by it, as by its modern 
counterpart, a charging column was broken and thrown into 
confusion before getting near enough to strike effectively. 

Flodden (15 13) was the last great victory of the bow, 
and perhaps the most overwhelming defeat a nation ever 
suffered. The battle began with an artillery duel. The 
English right was charged by the Scotch spearmen and 
broken. The white-lion of the Howards was trampled in 
the dust. In the centre the fight was doubtful, but on the left 
nothing could withstand the hail of cloth-yard shafts that 
was poured upon the devoted Scots, till, after terrific 
slaughter, they fled in confusion. Soon the whole line was 
broken. Forming themselves into the national circle, the 
Scots held their ground till the very last : 

"But yet though thick the shafts as snow, 
Though charging knights like whirlwinds go. 
Though hillmen ply the ghastly blow. 

Unbroken was the ring : 
The stubborn spearmen still made good 
Their dark, impenetrable wood. 
Kach stepping where his comrade stood. 

The instant that he fell. 
No thought was there of dastard flight. 
Link'd in the serried phalanx tight, 
Groom fought like noble, squire like knight. 

As fearlessly and as well : 
Till utter darkness closed her wing. 
O'er their thin host and wounded king." * 



Marmion. Walter Scott. 
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Greeks, then Romans, wore armour picturesque in ap- 
pearance and effective as a protection. Then the Dark Ages 
shut like night on the savagery of Christian Europe. The 
Bayeux tapestry, of established date, but doubtful origin,, 
shows us how these Kuropean savages looked in the eleventh 
century; for William, the Bastard of Xormandy, had not 
people enough to attack the English, so he called unto him 
all the ill-to-do adventurers of Europe, and we see them 
clothed in queer long leather or quilted gowns. These gar- 
ments terminated in a divided skirt or short drawers, of the 
combination order, and on them were sewn rings of iron or 
plates of the same metal. Fur head-piece a pointed helm was 
worn, a bar in front to protect the nose, a prolongation be- 
hind to guard the neck. Thongs of leather, or in some rare 
cases hose of mail, protected the lower legs. The English 
wore much the same, though the head-gear was more like a 
Phrygian cap, and was probably made of iron or stiffened 
leather. But of the graceful forms of Greece all had gone. 

Not a piece of Norman armour has come down to us, so 
we are forced to make out what we can from the somewhat 
erratic lines of the Bayeux tapestry, that, by the way, is no 
tapestry, but a huge piece of embroidery. Whether any true 
mail was then worn is a question upon which antiquaries may 
peacefully fight till the millennium interrupts them, so let 
us avoid it. 

Richard of the Lion-Heart, who did not call himself 
Plantagcnet, though we have so baptized him, struts across 
the stage clad from head to foot in true steel mail. On his 
head he bears the ponderous hcaumc, a keg-like structure of 
some safety but much discomfort, with holes to breathe 
through and slits to try to see through. On top of this the 
lion of England makes his first appearance as a crest, and 
trebly appears, also for the first time, on Richard's shield, 
even as they do to-day on Queen Victoria's. But mail, 
though a vast improvement on the Norman's ringed or scaled 
gowns, is not enough. A well -delivered tap with a war-club, 
a neat chop with an axe on the shoulder, may not cut through

" Haiukrone " or Family-Crown of Austria. Since 1806 it has become the Imperial Crown of 
Austria. The shield contains : to the left ( the heraldic " dexter " or right 1, the arms ol Austria 
proper; three striprs, red, white and red. To the left arc the arms of Burgundy, six diagonal 
stripes (" bendy of six " 1, gold and blue with a red border. The collar of the Lurgundiau order 
of the Golden Fleece surrounds the shield. On the white bridle arc the crossed red cuducls 
(" ragged staffs " ) of Iturgundy. In 1405 the l>ukcol 4 h-leans bore a cudgel with the motto, 
" Jai I'envie " I would like (to cudgel the I tuke of l>urgundy<, which was answered by the said 
l)uke, Jean sans Petir (John the Fearlessi, by a carpenter's plane and the motto, " Ik houd ." 
(I hold — I am ready for you). After Jean sans Frur had murdered < Means. the common saying 
in Paris was, that the knots of the cudgel wire well planed down. It is possible that the salt ire 
ragul£. as seen on the bridle, was derived from the above cudgel, and the cob rs, red, cm a while 
ground, fixed in 1420, in reference to the alliance with the F.nglish ; the flag of Kngland being at 
the time, a white field with a red cross upon it. 

The " M A " and " M II " on the bridle, may mean, " Maximilian of Austria." and " Maxi- 
milian of Iturgundy." He reigned from 1564 to t=;'' 
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but it effectually smashes every bone it comes in contact with. 
A lance thrust lower down made one lose all interest in one's 
surroundings, even if it did not drill a hole. 

Those old knights and armourers had about as much 
inventive spirit as a baby grandson of an Edison might have. 
Think of these gowns being worn for centuries in lands 
where lobsters, crabs and ear-wigs all wore the most beau- 
tiful jointed plate armour. But at last even man saw that 
steel slabs on the shoulders would be comforting, and to these 
were soon added steel knee-caps, which were strapped on ; 
elbow caps or guards followed. Then were added the old 
Grecian greaves, though of a less effective and most unlovely 
form. Cylinders to protect the forearm were next thought of, 
while breast and back plate soon followed, so that both Eng- 
lish and French who fought at Creci (1346) were fully 
equipped in plate armour and no longer felt humbled in the 
presence of an ear-wig. 

This plate armour may be said to have reached its per- 
fection about 1507, after the Emperor Maximilian and the 
great armourer, Loren Colmen, had put their heads together 
and evolved what is known to collectors as the Maximilian 
armour. This was fluted, all except the greaves, and as the 
fluting was in high relief, it added immensely to the resist- 
ance of the plates. The Gothic armour that preceded this was 
simpler and, if possible, more elegant. The armet, the high- 
est development of armour for the head, a round helmet in 
which one's head was not as in a vise, with a visor or guard 
for the face that could be easily raised or lowered, was in- 
troduced about 1500, although Scott generously furnished 
Richard the Lion-Hearted and his friend, Tvanhoe. with 
them three hundred or more years earlier. This armet much 
improved the lot of the steel-clad warrior, but just then the 
bullet began to have its say, and armour was thickened in vul- 
nerable parts and left off of others in a vain effort to with- 
stand the new weapon ; but it was of no use. the buff-coat 
first took its place and soon even that was discarded, till to- 
day even the breast-plate has disappeared except for royal 
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guards and the gala costume of the few regiments of cuiras- 
siers that are allowed to survive. 

James I. of England, whose motto was, "Blessed Are 
the Peacemakers." and whose courage was of the same 
pacific quality ; wisely remarked, that he highly approved of 
armour, because a knight, fully armed, was protected from 
all possible harm and unable to do the least harm to others. 
Unluckily, while the knight a-horse was a steel tower of 
strength, a moving fortress, when he rolled oflf, as he not 
unfrequently did, he was a useless log, and along came a 
nasty camp follower with a hammer and cracked him like 
a hazel nut. 

If you have ever seen a charge of cuirassiers, the heavy 
cavalry of yesterday, you can form an idea, though but a 
vague one, of the irresistible force of those great squadrons 
of knights. Remember that the gait d'arme, the man at 
arms, was not a common soldier, but a person of a certain 
rank, with page and valet. Horse and rider were both 
sheathed in complete steel. The destrier, or war horse, was 
larger than ours, more like the French Percheron, not fleet, 
but fitted for the heavy load of steel he had to carry. 

Put yourself in the position of those Swiss pikemen, 
by Granson, on the banks of Xeuchatel, that cloudless March 
day, four hundred and twenty-four years agone. The chiv- 
alry of Burgundy is hurtling down upon them, the head- 
strong duke as their leader. A long impenetrable line of 
huge steel horses, topped by what seemed like huge steel 
men, hardly visible behind protecting shield and saddle; 
while in front, glistening as they danced in the sunlight, 
project the sharp steel points of the deadly lance, couched 
for the charge. The unbroken sameness, dark, threatening, 
a very steel-clad squadron, made it the more terrible. The 
thunder of the hoofs is almost drowned by the sharp clatter 
of the armour; by the hoarse shout of "Burgundy! Bur- 
gundy!" coming hollow and sepulchral from inside the steel 
helmets, while over all is the shrill scream of trump and 
clarion. On they come, swift, irresistible; but that solid 
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square of much-despised peasant infantry, the Boers of the 
Middle Ages, never doubted, and the crested wave of cold 
blue steel crashed helpless against the long firm pikes of the 
stalwart burghers of Bern and Freiburg and the peasantry 
of Schwytz — it breaks, is dashed to foam, rolls back shat- 
tered — and feudalism is at an end. Its place is taken by the 
victor, a rough, unconquerable infantry, which, for a consid- 
eration, will undertake to overthrow everything, except an- 
other force of their brother mountaineers. 

These were the precursors of that terrible infantry of 
Spain, synonym for lust and cruelty, till it passed away at 
Rocroy; and its place was taken by the thin scarlet line that 
stood unshaken that fateful June day, with its back to the 
Forest of Soignies and its face to La Belle Alliance — and 
long may it keep its place ! 

While we are playing the part of Swiss, let us take stock 
of what we captured at our astounding victory. Charles of 
Burgundy, the most magnificent monarch of his day, had 
thought to easily brush aside those upstart peasants from 
his path and then hie him to the equally congenial task of 
displaying his wealth at the court of Savoy. The following 
is from Kirk's description in his absorbingly interesting 
life of Charles the Bold : "Tents, wagons, stores, cannon, 
richly painted banners, whatever the routed army might have 
been expected to leave, were captured in extraordinary pro- 
fusion. . . . Among the costliest prizes were an im- 
mense reliquary of sculptured gold inlaid with large gems, 
embracing many pieces of statuary, and containing more 
than eighty distinct objects pertaining to the history of 
Christ; the sword of state, its hilt so thickly studded with 
diamonds, rubies, and pearls, all of great size, that there was 
scarcely space for a hair to be laid between them ; the velvet 
cap, from the front of which flashed the largest diamond 
then in Europe, set in gold, with pendant pearls; two other 
diamonds little inferior in value, with a great number of 
smaller ones, and various other jewels and precious stones; 
the great seal, of solid gold, weighing a pound; between 
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three and four hundred-weight of silver and silver-gilt gob- 
lets and cups; gorgeous tapestries, illuminated manuscripts, 
dresses of silk, satin, and cloth-of-gold, and wagon loads 
of silver coin." 

And Bern the Bear laid her paw on all that was richest, 
and it now reposes in the untrodden museum of Bern ; but 
the tourist will none of it, and pretends that he never 
saw the wee mention of it in Bedecker. 

People are often surprised that so much old armour re- 
mains to us. The reason is not far to seek. Armour was of 
the utmost value to everyone. The very best, the kind that 
a gentleman was proud of being killed in, could only be made 
in Germany or Milan. After a battle every scrap of it was 
carefully searched for, the richest gleaning of the field. 

If an old fighter died comfortably in his bed — a rare 
occurrence and not free from disgrace, in those days when 
knight errants jostled each other on every high road, sup- 
plied with endless chips in the way of Dulcinea's glove or 
scarf, or shoe or garter, which they wore with great pride 
in their hats — the knight sometimes bequeathed his armour 
to the church, and it was suspended over his tomb; as is that 
of the mirror of chivalry, Edward the Black Prince, in the 
choir of Canterbury Cathedral. But, alas, as time wore on 
and knights became few and collectors many, these sepul- 
chral suits flitted away, and exactly at that same time some 
officer of the church became much easier in his circum- 
stances. Then, if you wished, your undertaker would supply 
you with a nice tomb suit of armour, like that made by the 
gas fitter of to-day. From afar it was effective, but to the 
collector it seems illogical. 

Viollet-le-Duc states that an ordinary suit of armour for 
a man at arms cost about $2,000. A suit in the Dresden 
Museum, by Kollmann, the great armourer of Augsburg, 
early in the sixteenth century. Demmin says, cost 14,000 
crowns. A crown was about a dollar, but as that sum 
should be multiplied by five, at least, to represent the value 
of the same amount to-day, T give you my authority — and 
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(3.) M. 37. Arquebus with match-lock that belonged to Cardinal Richelieu (d. 1653). 
M. 410. Musket that belonged to Louis XIV of France (d. 1715). The double lock, flint 
and match, so that if one failed, the other might be used, was invented by Marshal Vauban. 
M. 36. Arquebus of Louis XIII (d. 1643). 

M. 5a. Small German arquebus at second half of the XV I century. This has a wheel-lock. 
A notched wheel entered the bottom of the pan and was surrounded by the priming powder. 
This wheel was wound up with a " spanner" as one winds a clock. The hammer held a piece of 
sulphurous pyrites, called " marcassitc," or it might be flint. When the trigger was pulled it fell 
into the pan, pressing against the wheel ; this spun round and the friction of its notched edge 
against the flint, produced a stream of sparks that fell upon the priming. The drawback to this 
lock was its delicacy and its expense. The musket was a heavier form of arquebus, carrying 
sometimes balls weighing quarter of a pound each. The above firearms are all in the Musfc 
d'Artillcrie at I'aris. 
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pause. The Emperor Charles V. is said to have paid the 
same armourer a sum equal to $30,000 of our money for a 
suit of armour. At the great Spitzer sale of armour three or 
four years ago a Gothic suit of Nuremberg make, brought 
$10,000. A puffed sixteenth century suit for gala occasions 
$15,000; an Italian suit with the cipher of Queen Elizabeth, 
$10,500. I saw at the same sale an iron cap, of mock classic 
form and no great intrinsic value, sell for $12,000, a 
rather large figure for an out-of-fashion cap. In justice to 
the sanity of the payer, I must hasten to add that the cap in 
question had once kept warm the head of Andrea Doria, a 
not unknown gentleman of the city of Genoa, deceased a 
number of years ago. 

In the Louvre in Paris is the celebrated burgonet, or 
steel cap, of Francis T., with the griffin crest, made by Benve- 
nuto Cellini. Who can tell its value ? It might be put up for 
collateral to guarantee a war indemnity or pay off a national 
debt. Then the celebrated suit of Francis I. that has passed 
through so many vicissitudes, been burned, patched, pieces 
replaced, and is still worth a royal ransom. A suit of Henri 
II. 's armour, one of the gems of the Louvre, is among the 
most elegant known. The designs are the badges of the 
venerable Diane de Poitiers, so very simple and chaste — the 
designs I mean, not the lady. This modern huntress — of 
men — adopted the crescent of her namesake of earlier days 
and combined three of them in that charming manner fa- 
miliar to all who are intimate with her unpleasant memory. 
Black and White were her colors, and Henri, as in duty 
bound, adopted them, being much improved thereby, despite 
his gloomy, sinister face. 

The richest work of the armourer is of course the 
repousse, but the damascened and the niello, in which the 
steel surface is richly engraved, the cut-in lines filled with 
gold, silver or black, is exquisite. Enameled armour is rare 
but met with ; also gilded, silvered, and various other styles 
of decoration. 

While we are with the tailor let us finish and then dis- 
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miss him. Half a century later, in the reign of James of 
England, John Taylor, the poet, sarcastically sings : 

"Wear a farm in shoestrings edged with gold, 
And spangled garters worth a copyhold, 
A hose and doublet which a lordship cost ; 
A gaudy coat three mansions' price almost; 
A heaver band and feather for the head, 
Prized at a church's tythe, the poor man's bread." 

When George Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, the favorite of 
James I., went to Paris in 1625, ne na( l twenty-seven suits of 
clothes made, the richest that embroidery, lace, silk, velvet, 
gold and gems could contribute. Trimmed with great dia- 
mond buttons, one of these suits, a white uncut velvet, set 
all over, both suit and cloak, with diamonds, was valued at 
£14.000: remember, that means about a quarter of a million 
dollars of to-day. The old writer T am quoting from says he 
was "yoked with great and manifold knots of pearls; in 
short, manacled, fettered, and imprisoned in jewels." Hose 
were so bejeweled that they cost £100, a shirt £10 — but this 
is becoming a price list for a tailor shop. Take this picture 
for a contrast. 

The old fortress-monastery is silent, that deadly silence 
of many people. The cloisters with their low, round arches 
and heavy columns, that gird the grassy, unmarked graves 
of the brethren departed, is as a tomb. Even the hot sun- 
light of southern Spain seems chilled when it penetrates 
those massive gray walls. Solemn white figures, cowled and 
tonsured, glide spectre-like 'neath the arches with heads 
bowed in meditation or else sit silent and motionless on the 
stone benches. The days are punctuated with prayer. These 
listless beings wait but the slow tolling of the bell high up in 
yon square tower, the only sound that may break the silence, 
to file slowly into yon chapel and intone those endless chants 
— when, hark! the bell! Aye, but that quick, sharp clang, 
clang, clang, is not for chapel, it's the dread tocsin. An 
electric thrill runs through those convent cells and cloisters. 
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The warder on high has seen, far out over the vega, the 
smoke of burning villages and nearer the sun-glint on Moor- 
ish steel. Convent now no longer, but barrack, filled with 
hoarse shout of soldier, sharp words of command, clanking 
of steel, stamping of horse. Up creaks the portcullis. Crash 
falls the drawbridge, and across it pours forth squadron on 
squadron of heavy cavalry, disciplined to the death, vowed 
to the death, choosing death always to defeat or captivity. 

It was a magnificent chivalry that, whether it wore the 
red cross of the Temple and charged under the black and 
white banner of "Beau-Seant," the white cross of the hos- 
pital, the black of the Teuton, or the red, or the green of 
Calatrava or Alcantara. 

Fate dealt kindly with the Templars. They died mar- 
tyrs at the stake or on the rack. The world still shudders 
at their torture — the most awful crime of the Middle Ages. 
The other military orders passed away but yesterday — or 
live on to-day — in senility. 

A word about artillery. There are weird stories of 
Greek fire and of strange rockets, of Chinese cannon and 
Arab guns at dates that you may fix for yourself. An old 
German picture of the Crucifixion, hanging in the Dresden 
Gallery, shows a Roman soldier who has stuck a huge horse- 
pistol in his belt, but the best authorities do not accept that 
picture as positive proof that Romans were so armed. 

The first absolutely authentic cannon that we know of 
were of brass and fired cast-iron balls. These were ordered 
by the city fathers of Florence for the defence of their town 
and its surroundings in the year 1326. The original draft of 
the law is still preserved, and gives authority to the priors, 
the gonfalonier, and twelve good men to superintend the 
casting of the same. 

We have contemporaneous and still existing accounts 
of cannon aboard English ships in the year 1338. 

It is asserted by the French that one reason for their 
overwhelming defeat at Creci in 1346 was that the English 
had a well-posted battery of cannon, and that the roar of this 
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unaccustomed artillery was too much for the French horses, 
so that, much against the will of their riders, they hurriedly 
left the battlefield and its immediate neighborhood and 
sought quiet and safety in some of the remote provinces of 
France. Xow if any cannon were used, and Froissart, the 
most careful of contemporaneous historians, never mentions 
them, it is admitted that there could have been but three or 
four of these little pieces, resembling a modern blunderbuss, 
and firing a little arrow, after an hour's loading. That this 
tiny pop could have so terrified the French horses and in- 
duced them to run away with their riders, suggests a condi- 
tion of nervousness that must be most painful to the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

Picture the effect on sixty thousand trained warriors 
of a few of these little arrows gently tossed against them 
by the puny powder of that day, while three or four thousand 
stout English archers were pouring upon them a deadly hail 
of cloth-yard shafts, twelve or twenty a minute, with never 
a miss, and a range of two to three hundred yards. At the 
siege of Calais, that followed and lasted for eleven months, 
we know that Edward did use cannon firing leaden balls, 
but these were not sent to him until he had arrived under 
the walls of the devoted city. 

These early guns, called bombards, were built-up breech 
loaders, and they lasted until late in the sixteenth century 
despite their defective breech mechanism, when cast-iron 
guns took their place. The very large ones were muzzle 
loaders and fired a stone ball. W hen used for breaching 
purposes this ball was frequently bound about with iron, 
otherwise it shivered into fragments on striking a solid wall, 
doing very little damage. The bombards, large and small, 
were built of longitudinal bars of iron placed side by side, 
presumably about a wooden core the size of the desired 
calibre. Heavy iron hoops were driven over these. In the 
case of large guns the hoops formed a continuous outer 
jacket : on guns of small calibre they were several inches 
apart. The powder chamber in these ancient guns was much 
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(4.) Chamfron, or facc-^uard for ahorse. The ornamentation is in the style of Henri II* 
rfaa was killed in a tournament 1559. 

The Sputa are of the time of Louis XIV (d. 1715).

I'Artillerie M I'ai i*. 
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smaller than the calibre of the chase. In our modern weapons 
it is just the contrary. Mons Meg, the huge old bombard at 
Edinburgh Castle, dating from the latter part of the fifteenth 
century, is about nine feet long, calibre twenty inches, 
powder chamber about half that. The two large bombards 
at Mont Saint Michel, called the "Michelettes," are eleven 
feet nine inches long; one with a calibre of nineteen inches 
and powder chamber five and three-quarters; the other fif- 
teen inches and five and two-tenths inches. The light quick- 
firing guns of, say, A. D. 1500, firing a three to five-pound 
shot, if provided with five "chamber-pieces," could be dis- 
charged once in two minutes. 

Bronze guns were employed from the first, their great 
expense, however, limited their use. The large-sized ones 
were made in sections, for convenience in transportation and 
screwed together when needed. The curious and effective 
ornamentation seen so often on large guns — rows of square 
holes ringed about the piece at intervals — were to insert the 
bars, like a ship's capstan, for screwing up and unscrewing. 

A contemporaneous writer, speaking of the French 
artillery at the siege of Caen in 1450, says, that the French 
bombards were so large that a man could sit in any one of 
them without bending the head. That the English were so 
transfixed with terror when they saw these huge things 
threatening them that without waiting for a shot, like the 
historic coon, they cried: "Don't shoot, I'll come down!" 
And yet some people consider Munchausen unreliable. 

Cast-iron guns were first made in England about I55°» 
though earlier on the continent. The ingredients for the 
powder were carried separately and mixed when needed. 
The cost of this mixture was very great, but its effect was 
equally small. The earliest picture of a cannon is in an 
illuminated manuscript of the fifteenth century, a hundred 
years after the invention of cannon. 

There are said to be rifled cannon of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. One in Berlin, with sixteen grooves, is dated 1661 : 
another at Nuremberg. 1694. Leaden balls were common 
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from the beginning, so no doubt these rifled pieces were 
loaded like our old American rifle. They were all of small 
calibre and evidently not a success. 

Bombs are spoken of by Valturius in the first half of the 
fifteenth century. They are a German invention, but the 
early ones rendered themselves unpopular by going oft* pre- 
maturely and taking a great part of the neighborhood with 
them. There was, consequently, a hesitancy on the part of 
the firers, and men with suicidal tendencies and no family 
ties were preferred as bombardiers. 

Singularly enough bombs were not used by the French 
till the siege of Lamotte in Loraine, 1634. They were then 
introduced to the warlike Gaul by an Englishman named 
Malthus. I say this in strict confidence, for it is considered 
execrably bad taste to refer to this unpleasant fact in French 
society. 

One more word and I will leave these tiresome techni- 
calities. The ancient names of cannon are curious — tubes 
of thunder, ballistas, bombards, "murthering peeces," sakers, 
minions, fowlers, pelicans, flying sparrows, robinets, flying 
dragons, basilisks, culverins, serpentines, slings, crackers, 
lions, elephants, asps, etc. 

I do not suppose that I need tell you that this is utterly 
superficial as an account of arms either of steel or powder, 
but your patience is sufficiently tried, so let me touch on the 
art side. You have all seen the two Spanish bronze guns 
and the mortar in the Park. They are, I think, of the time 
of Philip V. and Elizabeth Farnese, his queen, say, 1714 to 
1746. These are extremely good specimens, and we are 
most fortunate in owning them, but you should see some of 
the museum pieces abroad. One large German cannon is 
shaped like a Corinthian column, the delicately sculptured 
capital forms the muzzle, while the chase and breech are 
richly fluted. Louis XII. 's of France bear the porcupine 
badge of that monarch. Some of Henri II. are powdered 
with fleur-de-lis, with Henri's cipher, and the crescents of 
his Diana. There is a superb culverin given by Napoleon 
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III. in his work on artillery; it is bronze, about three-inch 
calibre. The handle at the breech, to avoid technical terms, 
is a lion's head bent upwards as if sighting along the gun. 
The opening for the breech or chamber piece is a mass of the 
richest ornamentation, dolphins form the handles, while the 
salamander of Francis I. sprawls along the chase, and the 
muzzle is the head of some weird monster. Every piece in 
the batteries in front of the Invalides in Paris is a gem fit for 
any museum. The very carriages were decorated with iron 
deftly wrought into patterns so intricate and so delicate that 
they would arouse the jealousy of a cathedral door. There 
was not much comfort in those old days, but there was lots 
of art and even more dirt. 

In nothing was the spirit of the Middle Ages more ram- 
pant than in the joust and the tourney. They were generally 
held during some great festival, a "Joyeuse Entree," the 
entrance of a sovereign into an effusively loyal town that 
wanted to get something out of him. or at a royal marriage. 
Some were held regularly at a certain season, a tourney 
syndicate. All the gorgeousness the givers could scrape 
together was lavished on these warlike sports, for prowess 
and success in the lists was almost as much esteemed as on 
the battlefield. 

Now a tourney must not be confused with a joust or 
tilt, nor either with the solemn judicial ceremony of trial by 
combat. The first was a battle of any number of knights, the 
second of but two, the last a deadly, brutal savagery where 
the victim, guilty or innocent, if beaten, was hanged, often 
head downward. 

Remember that in those old days everything was in 
miniature, condensed, and that this made all their display 
much more effective and much richer than would be possible 
now. The city walls were built, and after that everything 
must be packed inside of them no matter how close the fit. 
Streets were so narrow that the houses projecting a bit at 
each story, to gain room, in some cases actually met and 
leaned against each other. The Roman Via Sacra, probably 
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the most celebrated street in the world, was a mere lane. In 
one old Norman town of a way bygone day that I lived in, 
there was a street so narrow that I was afraid to go in it for 
fear of getting stuck. Chaillot was almost a post journey 
out of Paris. It is now a street in Paris a short walk from 
the middle of the town. Bad roads had much to do with this, 
but we have expanded in very many senses of late years. 
Look at Belmont and the other queer little houses our an- 
cestors lived in about Philadelphia. They drove home in 
six-horse coaches, and on arriving crawled in and packed 
themselves away like the sardine in his native tin. But to con- 
tinue. I can, for lack of time and fear of wearying you, 
touch but lightly on the solemn though somewhat farcical 
ceremonies connected with the tourney, and must leave the 
rest to your imagination. 

The heralds have gone far and wide, proclaiming with 
much pomp and pride the tourney that is to be given by 
Henri Comte de Champagne, etc., at his capitol city of 
Provins. To the happy winner will be given a magnificent 
diamond worth fifty livres, to the knight who just did not 
win will be given a ruby worth twenty livres, and to the third 
in honor a sapphire valued at ten livres. Do not forget to 
multiply all these sums by ten. 

The crowd of knights and ladies, squires and men at 
arms, has been pouring through the Porte de St. Jean and 
the Porte de Jouy into the upper town, while crowds of less 
distinguished sightseers are filling the lower town and even 
camping on the broad glacis. Banners of the great nobles 
hang from the larger houses, while the doors are surrounded 
by their noisy retainers, resplendent in gorgeous costumes 
that they are by no means averse to showing. The Palais des 
Comtes is simply bursting with nobility, while people do say 
that some one of the blood royal is hidden incognito at the 
Hotel Vouluisant. But there is a stir and movement, so let 
us along with the crowd. All are going to the cloisters of 
St. Croix, where the knights desiring to tourney or joust 
are to "faire fenestre," that is, display their arms, heraldic* 
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for the inspection of those judges from whom there is no 
appeal, the ladies. The blazoned shield and crested helm 
are placed upon a background of drapery, rich stuffs, and 
embroidered, surround them. From this comes the man- 
tling, as heralds call it, that we see in modern arms. Pages 
dressed as monsters, as angels, as savages, as Moors, guard 
each his master's arms. Some say that these suggested the 
heraldic "supporters," very fine for peers but not permitted 
to republican Americans. Please do not mention it, but the 
people who derive supporters from those pages are wrong. 

But stand aside. See that band of ladies approaching. 
Embroidered robes, rich with heraldic designs, sweeping the 
pavement. Costly veils and laces hang from their tall head- 
dresses, jewels everywhere. Heralds in gorgeous costumes, 
wearing their embroidered tabards, and with stride of such 
solemn grandeur that it would be laughable did they not take 
themselves so seriously, surround the group. They pause 
before each shield, and the ladies must listen patiently to 
a learnedly dull discourse on bars and pales and chevrons, 
ending at last with the only thing one wants, the owner's 
name, accompanied with a sort of whoop of titles, in propor- 
tion to the largesse, or alms, expected. Here follows an 
aside of heralds, from an almost contemporaneous author. 
"On New Yeare's Day, i486," writes Leland,* "the Kinge, 
being in riche gowne, dyncd in his chamber and gave to his 
officers of arms vi£ of his largesse, where he was cried in his 
style accustomede. Also the quene gave to the same officers, 
xl. s., and she was cried in her style. At the same time, my 
lady the King's moder gave xx. s., and she was cried largesse 
iij times, 'De hault, puissant et excellent Princess, la mer du 
Roy notre souveraigne, countesse de Richmonde et de Dar- 
bye, Largesse.' " Think of the joys of starvation if dinner 
was made so terrible and at such a price too. But let us join 
the ladies again. Woe to the knight who has been guilty of 
unchivalric conduct, who has blasphemed God, offended the 
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ladies, violated his word, been false to gratitude or honor — 
think what a misfortune it was to live in an age when life 
was hampered by such childish regulations ; no one can ac- 
cuse us of paying attention to them ; but the poor knight in 
the days of chivalry was packed off disgraced if he had even 
so much as been false to his word. 

Then the heralds examine the weapons. Alas! alas! 
for chivalry. That gleaming deadly sword is but whale- 
bone toned up with silver paper. That wicked looking mace 
is only of wood. Those fearful lances are pointless, made of 
the lightest wood, hollow and guaranteed to break at the 
gentlest touch and do no hurt. 

Then the armor, for jousting, where a man could not 
by any chance be struck but on the left side, tilting pieces 
were added, till from high steel saddle to the charnel (the 
bolt on which the visor works) the knight was an unbroken 
mass of steel. This will l>e the more readily appreciated 
when you remember that a suit of war harness weighed 
about fifty pounds, while with the reinforcing pieces the 
weight was often upwards of a hundred pounds. 

To quote from dear old Rene of Provence, the greatest 
authority on all matters of poetry, chivalry and love: "The 
body-harness of barrel form is lightened by numerous holes, 
the shoulders are protected by epauliers, the arms and hands 
are defended by plates of iron or cuir-bouilli (boiled and har- 
dened leather ). These pieces are placed on a sort of jacket 
four fingers thick, stuffed with cotton, veritable mattresses, 
that were made still thicker at the shoulders. And when 
all this was on the man appeared thicker than he was long." 
Suggestive of football. 

Usually, however, the knight was gorgeous in helm 
crested with a huge construction representing possibly a life- 
sized swan, or a maiden fair, a Moor, or a lion. Not entire, 
I beg to say : that would be too much for the solemnity of 
even a knight of the Middle Ages, say from the waist up. 
A "contoise." or lady's favor, probably her scarf, floated 
from some part of the helm or crest. Or else huge feathers. 
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reaching to the horse's back, floated cloudlike behind. All 
these soon got knocked off, and added much sham horror 
to the scene. Henry V. of England wore in his helm at 
Agincourt the huge, pear-shaped ruby, still the richest jewel 
of the English regalia. At Nancy, sixty-two years later, 
Charles of Burgundy, with his family love for display, wore, 
blazing in front of his helm, a superb diamond. The great 
Burgundian's body was found the next day after the battle 
naked, mutilated, frozen in a ditch. Where the great dia- 
mond went, who can tell ? 

The tournament knight's surcoat. a sort of superb 
duster, was stiff with heraldic embroidery, gleaming in gold 
and pearls. His horse's caparison, sweeping the ground, out 
of which only tail and head emerged, was equally rich and 
alive with blue ramping lions or screaming scarlet eagles, ob- 
jects rare in nature but common in art. The chamfron of the 
horse, the armour that protected his face, was a mass of the 
richest goldsmith's work, and sparkled with gems. The very 
saddle might be a sculptor's masterpiece in ivory, and the 
stirrups — but the tourney waits us. The narrow, steep 
Rue de Murot is crowded, but order is kept by our civic 
guard. Soon we meet the crowd from the palace, and all 
go surging along past the great barn where the tythes are 
kept, past the Chateau de la Bufette, whose owner, the Sire de 
Montfaucon, is sure of one of the prizes to-morrow, to the 
gate of St. John, under its double arches, out across the 
drawbridge into the breezy upland of Champagne. In a 
meadow belonging to the count, not far from the gate, the 
lists are constructed. Heavy palisades five or six feet high 
enclose a space of five hundred yards by two hundred and 
fifty. Galleries are erected on opposite sides, at the middle, 
for noble onlookers. Others, separated from these, are for 
the less noble and the burghers. These galleries are hung 
with tapestries both rich and rare, but are not now to be 
lingered over even if we would. At the ends of the lists are 
tents, at the one end for to-morrow's challengers, at the other 
for the visiting knights. Groups of heralds stand at the 
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gates to narrowly scrutinize the incoming crowd, there is 
no free list. Soon these same heralds will be shouting en- 
couragement to the fighting knights, and will record in his- 
tory and song the noble deeds of prowess with wooden mace 
and whalebone sword. The herald has an eye that never 
wanders from the main chance, and after every exuberant 
greeting to wealthy knight, comes the echo, "Largesse! 
Largesse!" or freely translated, "Backsheesh! Backsheesh!" 
or put into everyday English, "Please remember the herald, 
sir." The musicians too are much to the fore, and are either 
mounted together on a stand or are scattered about where 
their discord will be most effective. At each auspicious 
event, such as when some gentleman is playfully dashed into 
eternity by a well-aimed blow, the trumpets bray trium- 
phantly, martially unmusical, and all are much pleased at the 
gentle sport. 

But as a glimpse is all we have time for, let it be contem- 
poraneous : "In the sixtieth year of the reign of Richard II. 
(1386) a celebrated tournament took place at Smithfield, 
the lords and knights left the tower, sixty coursers appar- 
eled for the justs, and upon everyone an esquire of honour 
riding a soft pace. Then came forth sixty ladies of honour 
mounted upon palfreys, riding on the one side (a rather 
early mention of the side saddle), richly appareled; and 
every lady lead a knight with a chain of gold. These knights 
were of the King's part, and had their armour embellished 
with white harts and crowns of gold about the harts' neck. 
And so they came riding through the streets of London to 
Smithfield, with a great number of trumpets and other in- 
struments before them. The King and Queen, who were 
lodged in the Bishop's palace of London were come from 
thence witli many great estates, and placed in the chamber 
to see the justs. The ladies that lead the knights were taken 
down from their palfreys, and went up to the chambers pre- 
pared for them. Then alighted the esquires of honour from 
their coursers, and the knights in good order mounted upon 
them. And after their helmets were placed on their heads. 
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(6) Quick -Firing lireech Loader of about A. D. 1500. Called "A Falconet." Weight ol lead 
ball, 3 to 5 lbs. Weight of Gun, 400 to 700 lbs. Total length of Gun, 5 to 6 ft. l'owder charge 
about % weight of ball. Effective range, say, 300 yards. 

The smallest object is the *' Chamber Piece," or cartridge. In this the powder is placed 
and a wad of straw hammered in upon it. In the next sketch is shown the open breech with the 
cradle. A wad is forced into the breech end of the bore; against this is placed the projectile. 
The " chamber piece " is then set in the cradle ; the smaller end enters the bore bringing the 
powder-charge-wad against the projectile. This is then firmly wedged in place, as shown in 
next sketch ; the piece is primed with a finer quality of powder, and is then ready for firing. The 
upper sketch shows the firing position, with the " fork " upon which it works both vertically and 
horizontally. The gun is aimed with the handle behind, which is held while firing, as the recoil 
is taken up by the " fork." A gun of this kind having four or five chamber-pieces, so that one 
was always charged, could be fired once in two minutes. These guns were used on the fighting- 
lops and upper works of the Knglish ships in the time of Henry VIII, as wc use our secondary 
batteries. 
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-and being ready at all points, proclamation was made by the 
heralds. The justs began, and many commendable courses 
were run, to the great pleasure of the beholders. These justs 
continued many days with great feasting.'' 

The tourney was strongly condemned by the Roman 
Catholic Church. One of the old heralds, resenting this, 
gives as a reason therefor, that churchmen were ever jealous 
of any ceremony in which they were not allowed to take the 
prominent part. 

One of the old chroniclers, Jean Baptiste Giraut, tells us 
that at a tournament held at Neuss, near Cologne, 1240, sixty 
knights and squires perished, suffocated by the dust or 
•crushed by their horses. "One heard," relates the veracious 
chronicler, "after their death, the cries of demons who ap- 
peared in the form of ravens and vultures over their bodies." 

At the tournament fought bodies of men, often fanci- 
fully disguised. The paladins of Charlemagne were prime 
favorites, also Arthur and the knights of the Round-Table. 
At a tourney at Valadolid, 1428. the twelve Apostles were 
conspicuous. 

The joust might be a deadly duel. "Joute a rOutrance," 
or a pleasant pastime, "Joute a la Plaisance." "Tilting" is 
our usual English name for it. The tilt was a barrier about 
six feet high, first made of canvas, later of wood. Its object 
was to keep the knights from running into each other or at- 
tempting to gain an advantage by a foul. Only two knights 
tilted at a time, one on either side of the partition. 

Now mark the curious custom: The knights passed 
each other to the right, their left hands nearest the tilt. The 
lance was held under the right arm and was supported by a 
steel "rest" attached to the breast-plate. This "rest" took 
the greater part of the shock of the blow. In order to touch 
the opponent the lance had to pass to the left of the horse's 
head and extend over the other side of the tilt. As the lance 
was usually about twelve or fourteen feet long. and. I may 
add, weighed anywhere from four and one-half to twenty 
pounds, this required the weapon to be held at an angle of 
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abuut thirty degrees from the course of the knight or the line 
of the tilt. Aim was therefore out of the question, and the 
skill was in placing your point where your adversary would 
run into it ; he pleasured you in the same way. This manner 
of holding the lance was invariable in tilting and usual in 
war. Do not ask me why they did so stupid a thing, I have 
no idea, unless it was that they hated to hurt each other, for, 
in this awkward position, the lances were almost sure to 
snap. 

As I said before, the "Joute a la Plaisance" was a game. 
A blow between the saddle and the helm counted one point. 
Striking the helm itself, two points. If you unhorsed your 
adversary or knocked him out of time, you brought down 
the house and counted three. For striking the saddle or be- 
low you lost one point. If you hit the tilt you lost two, and 
so on. None of these points counted unless you broke your 
lance. 

At each end of the list was a long platform. This ac- 
commodated the participant, his squire and the armourer. 
On this the last nails were driven — I mean the last rivets 
were tightened, the last strap buckled, and the knight fully 
set up. His horse was then brought round and attached 
alongside. Then the ticklish task of embarking the knight, 
without disarranging any of his machinery, began. That suc- 
cessfully accomplished, the nose of the horse was turned in 
the right direction, and, at the preconcerted signal from 
the heralds, "Laissez Aller!" with a discordant, ear-splitting 
blare of trumpets, both boiler plated, almost helpless beings 
rushed towards each other, timed to meet, if meet they did, 
in front of the royal box. After them scurried their squires 
to aid them if they rolled off, and everybody was pleased and 
said, in various tongues. "How jolly." 

Trial by battle is only a modification of those awful 
trials by ordeal, that is, by hot irons, boiling water, etc., of 
earlier days. These horrors came to an end about the twelfth 
century, and trial by battle, if anything, more horrible still 
and more brutal, took its place. 
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(7) Bronze Spanish Caution "Miltiades" from fortifications in Cuba. Date 1743. 

Ornamen.ed with elaborate carved decorations including the royal arms of Spain 
as employed by Philip V. and his queen Elizabeth Farnese. 

This piece and its companion " Semiramis " were presented to Kairmount Park 
by the l'airmount Park Art Association in 1899, and placed beside the Columbus 
monument on Belmont Avenue. 
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Much of our information about trials by battle comes 
from an exquisite manuscript now in the National Library in 
Paris, on the "Ceremonies et Ordonnances des Gages de 
Bataille," by Philippe le Bel, Roi de France, d. 13 14. 

This forced duel to the death was allowed only when 
there were no witnesses and proof was impossible, and then 
only for crimes punishable by death; but few were the 
crimes not so punishable in those bloody days, when the 
criminal code seemed more the work of a body of tigers 
rather than of so-called Christian men. 

Victim and aggressor must together appear before their 
lord and each swear to the truth of what he states, adding, 
parenthetically, that the other fellow was a perjured traitor, 
catiff knight and other little amenities. In some cases both 
were lodged in prison till the day of combat. Then, after 
all the ceremonies the law and the church could cast about 
this awful travesty of justice, the combatants appeared in 
the lists, and those never-absent heralds made suitable and 
solemn proclamation from each of the four corners of the 
lists, warning people, amongst other things, that any encour- 
agement or assistance from the spectators, by word or by 
deed, would be punished by death or mutilation. Occasion- 
ally there was placed near by, a suggestive coffin, or a cheer- 
ing gibbet, to make the combatants realize the seriousness of 
the affair. 

The duel never began before noon, and if not ended by 
the time the stars appeared the defendant was considered the 
victor. The vanquished, likely enough, the innocent victim, 
was then dragged by his feet off the ground, his armor 
roughly torn from his person and cast into the lists, to be 
afterwards, with his horse, divided amongst the judges and 
the marshal. The victim in some cases was hanged or burnt, 
and if he had acted as champion for another, that other was 
usuallv accorded the same merciless treatment. 

It will hardly be credited that in T817, two years only be- 
fore the birth of her present Majesty in England, a man who 
was unquestionably guilty was tried for the worst crime that 
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can be committed, to which he had mercifully added murder; 
the jury disagreed. When a new trial was asked for, the de- 
fendant demanded his right of trial by battle. The judges 
did not treat the plea with contempt, and, after a long discus- 
sion, were forced, much against their will, to allow it, for 
the ancient law had never been repealed. The victim's 
brother was small and weak, the defendant large and strong. 
The battle was impossible and the villain escaped. Needless 
to say the law was then, but not till then, repealed by Parlia- 
ment. 

I will add an account Brantome ( d. 1614) gives of one 
of these combats, fearing that some of you may think that I 
have treated these gigantic heroes of chivalry, whose armor 
we cannot wear to-day because it is too small for us, with 
undue levitv. 

Scene, Sedan, where a more tragic event took place 
thirty years ago. 

Dramatis Persona\ Due de Bouillon, ruler of the prov- 
ince; Baron dc Guerre, Seigneur de Faudilles and crowds of 
everything from dukes to beggars. 

De Guerre and de Faudilles fighting. "The Seigneur 
de Faudilles ran his sword through the thigh of de Guerre, 
inflicting a severe wound. Both then dismounted, and. 
throwing away their weapons, closed after the manner of 
wrestlers, the Baron being very expert in the exercise, which 
had been taught him by a priest of Brittany, a chaplain of 
the Cardinal de Lennicourt." Both parties appear to have 
belabored each other in a furious and certainly very un- 
knightly fashion, the Baron becoming weaker every moment 
from loss of blood. Suddenly a gaily ornamented stand filled 
with ladies and gentlemen gave way with a crash. The 
greatest confusion prevailed, the bystanders at a loss whom 
to assist. While the relations and friends of the Baron, per- 
ceiving that he was becoming weaker, roared out. 'Throw 
sand in his eyes and mouth !' which advice they dared not 
have given but for the interruption of the fall of the scaffold- 
ing, for the bystanders were not allowed to speak or move." 
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(S> Bronze Spanish Mortar Irom fortifications in Cuba Date 1731. 

Ornamented with carved decorations, including the royal anus ot Spain as 
employed by Philip V. and his queen Klisabeth I'arnese. 

Presented to l-'air mount Park by the Pairmount Park Art Association in 181,9, and 
placed In front ot the Columbus Monument on Belmont Avenue. 
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De Guerre followed this advice, which was hailed with loud 
shouts of disapproval. De Bouillon then interfered. 

When I began I had hoped to wander with you and 
Henry VIII- and Francis I. about the Field of the Cloth of 
Gold, for you do not know the gorgeousness those two old 
gentlemen indulged in. Also through the color-crowded, 
drapery-decorated streets of some old town of Brabant or 
Burgundy during one of their superb civic festivals, foun- 
tains in the streets running red wine and white, great pasties 
with musicians inside — dear, dear, how it make's one's 
mouth water. But all that must be for another time. So 
with many thanks for your patient attention, from my hobby 
and myself, we will say good-night, and ride back into the 
Middle Ages again.

In 1895 the special form of membership known as " Perpetual Mem- 
bers' was adopted, all sums received in connection therewith to become 
a part of the Permanent Fund. 

The income of this fund will not be available until it reaches the 
amount of $100,000, when the income of the invested fund is to be 
available for the adornment of the Park. 

The names of Perpetual Members \ are inscribed upon the records 
and are preserved among the Archives of the Association and are pub- 
lished in the annual reports. 

The total amount of the fund, at this date, January, 1901, is over 
$83,000.
